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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Grantham: 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  submit  this,  my  eighth  annual 
report,  on  the  progress  and  problems  of  your  schools. 
The  pupils  have  profited  from  the  buildings  with  the 
automatic  heat  and  other  improvements.  This  I  believe 
has  helped  them  to  improve  on  the  quality  of  academic 
work  which  they  have  been  performing.  As  you  know 
from  past  reports,  I  believe  that  the  success  of  the 
schools  depends  upon  good  quality  education  for  each 
child.  The  results  of  the  tests  in  the  various  subjects 
is  carefully  watched  each  year,  and  as  these  results  im- 
prove, we  are  particularly  gratified,  and  I  believe  you. 
should  feel  that  your  money  is  well  invested  in  the 
youth  of  your  community. 

Financially  we  were  fortunate  to  have  had  a  balance 
last  June  30th  because  of  not  having  to  spend  the  en- 
tire amount  for  tuition.  It  appears  that  there  will  be 
less  State  Aid  for  1959-60  for  Grantham  because  of  the 
drop  in  enrollment.  There  are  now  fewer  pupils  in  the 
elementary  school,  and  fewer  high  school  pupils  than 
was  true  two  years  ago. 

Probably  some  small  amount  of  Federal  money 
may  be  available  for  equipment  and  material  in  Mathe- 
matics and  Science  if  you  people  decide  that  you  want 
to  raise  a  like  amount  of  money  to  match  the  Federal 
funds.  It  appears  to  be  my  responsibility  to  tell  you 
of  such  funds,  State  regulation,  etc.,  and  then  it  is  up 
to  you  to  decide  how  much  money,  if  any,  you  care  to 
appropriate. 

May  I  take  this  opportunity  to  sincerely  thank  the 

School  Board,  teachers,  nurse,  bus  driver,  parents  and 

other  interested  citizens  who  have  made  a  contribution 

to  the  educational  welfare  of  the  pupils  in  your  schools.
